PETER BERLE VISITS ST. LOUIS 


Peter Berle, the president of 
the National Audubon Society, was 
in St. Louis recently. He toured 
the facilities of the the Raptor 
Rehabilitation and Propagation 
Project, as well as our Education 
Center. Later the president spoke 
about the fiscal belt-tightening 
that occurred in the national 
organization about the time he came 
into office in 1985. 

Over the years the national 
organization had been operating on 
funds from a large bequest. During 
that time they were spending about 
$1 million more than income, but 
new receipts did not materialize to 
cover the imbalance. Therefore 
painful but necessary budget cuts 
were implemented. 

On the positive side, the 
national organization has reentered 
the education field with Audubon 
Adventures. With this entry, 
Audubon aspires to bring the level 
of environmental awareness to the 
point where a James Watt could not 
be appointed. 

Also discussed were the two 
major publications: Audubon 
Magazine and Audubon Activist. They 
are seeking to increase 
subscriptions to the Activist 
though it is not advertised as 
much. 

Plastic wrappings around the 
Audubon Magazine were discussed. 
Since the magazine goes to press 
more that a month prior to mailing, 
timely inserts are made possible by 
last minute additions to the bag. 
The full cover picture can also 
remain unmarked by putting the 
mailing label on the bag. 
Biodegradable materials have been 
investigated. And in fact, the 
November issue was mailed in a poly 
bag which has been made with 
CORNSTARCH! 


There is a renewed focus on 
global issues. National Audubon 
has one full time employee 
dedicated to the issue of 
overpopulation. They are working 
toward a time when foreign aid 
monies will be affected to 
countries which do not have 
population policies. Global 
warming, wetlands preservation and 
endangered species were other 
issues mentions as receiving 
priority treatment from the 
National Audubon Society office.
